Early warning signs 
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Scientists issue eruption 
warning! 


Due to all the warnings signs, the volcanologists issued 
an eruption warning, and created three evacuations 
zones: the first one was the area within 10 kilometers of 
Mount Pinatubo’s summit, the second one was the area 
from 10 to 20 kilometers from the summit, and the third 
one was the area from 20 to 40 kilometers from the 
summit. 


Evacuations 


Many of the Aetas who lived on the slopes of the volcano 
left their villages when the first blasts occurred tn April. 
On April 7 an evacuation order was issued for the 
innermost zone. On June 7 an evacuation order was 
issued for the second zone, and on June 13 an evacuation 
order was issued for the outermost zone. By June 15, 
some sixty thousand people had evacuated from the area 
within 30 kilometers of the volcano.
